A program for overcoming obsolescence is as essential as one 
for mileage extension, highway experts agree. 
Present road builders are taking into serious consideration the 
factor of obsolescence, due to the w ear and tear caused by heavy 
traffic, climatic changes, to th e 
increasing 
dem ands 
for 
higher 
speeds, and to the need for greater safety. 


GROWTH OF HIGHWAY INTEREST 


The present Missouri state highw ay system, comprising on«April 
1. 1939, 15,376 miles of maintained roadways, is th e result of a movt - 
m ent started by the early good ro ids advocates, and furthered 
by 
state legislation. 
The first act passed in 1907, provided for the ip- 
pointm ent by the State Board of Agriculture, of a state highway en­ 
gineer, to act in an advisory capacity to the several county highv iv 
engineers in selecting, for im provem ent by the counties. th< roads 
that would serve as state roads. 


In 1913 this law was modified and a state highway com m issioner 
appointed by the governor, assumed the duties of promoting state 
roads, through the cooperation of the county officials. 
This law wa 
it. turn supplanted by the Hawes Road Law, adopted in 1917, in order 
to take advantage of the various provisions of the Federal Aid. en­ 
acted the year before. 
A nother change was made in the law in 1919 
by the adoption of the so-called McCullough-Morgan 
am endm ent. 
During all this period the building of state roads was left to county 
organizations, acting under the advisem ent of state officials.

The above official statement shows that the farmers on the LaForge project paid an average of $6.54 
to gin and wrap a bale of cotton instead of $2.82 as sta ted by Wade Tucker. Also that the gin received an 
average of $25.06 from seed sold to Oil Mills, instead of $29.00 as stated by Wade Tucker. 


An investigation would probably disclose that Wade was about as wild in his other statements as he 
was about these. The charges at LaForge were the same as was charged by other ginners in Scott and New 
Madrid Counties and at these figures the gin showed a profit of $1.98 per bale. This is certainly not an un­ 
reasonable profit considering the investment in a gin plant and the management incident to its operation. 
Aside from ginning cotton the ginners of Scott and New Madrid Counties have at all times rendered various 
and sundry outside services to their customers which we have been very glad to do and which we feel are 
appreciated.

Know Your Varieties 
A 
GOOD working knowledge of 
vegetable varieties is of great 
im portance to the gardener. One 
man may have an excellent crop of 
tomatoes while the gardener on the 
plot next to him may have poor re­ 
sults—all because the former chose 
the right variety. 
In northern sections, for instance, 
where seasons are very short, gar­ 
deners must be careful to choose 
an early variety of tomato so that 
fall frosts do not destroy a large 
percentage of the crop. The earli­ 
est of all varieties is Earliana. 
Bonny Best, however, is only a few 
days later and is somewhat better 
quality. 
If the season is comparatively 
long, and if the gardener prefers a 
late-bearing tomato, Ponderosa and 
Beefsteak are the best varieties, 
especially if large, mild-flavored, 
almost seedless fruits are enjoyed.

speeds, and to the need for greater safety. 


GROW TH OF HIG H W A Y INTEREST 


The present Missouri state highway system, com prising on« April 
1. 1939, 15,376 miles of maintained roadways, i* the result of a move ­ 
m ent started by the early good roads advocates, and furthered 
by 
state legislation. 
The first act passed in 1907, provided for the ,p- 
pom tm ent by the State Board of Agriculture, of a state highw ay t n- 
gineer, to «act in an advisory capacity to the several county highway 
engineers in selecting, for im provem ent by the counties, the roads 
that would serve as state roads. 


In 1913 this law was modified 
nd a state highway commissioner, 
appointed by the governor, as sum« d the duties of promoting *t in­ 
roads, through the cooperation of the county officials. 
This law was 
ir. turn supplanted by the H awes Road Law, adopted in 1917. in orde r 
to take advantage of the various piovisions of the Federal Aid, en ­ 
acted the year before. 
A nother change was m ade in the law in 1919 
by the adoption of the so-called M cCulloi.gh-Morgan 
am endm ent. 
During all this period the building of state roads was left to county 
organizations, acting under the advisem ent of state officials.

Also that the gin received an 
average of $25.06 from seed sold to Oil Mills, instead of $29.00 as stated by Wade Tucker.

An investigation would probably disclose that Wade was about as wild in his other statem ents as he 
was about these. The charges at LaForge were the same as was charged by other ginners in Scott and New 
Madrid Counties and at these figures the gin showed a profit of $1.98 per bale. This is certainly not an un­ 
reasonable profit considering the investment in a gin plant and the management incident to its operation. 
Aside from ginning cotton the ginners of Scott and New Madrid Counties have at all times rendered various 
and sundry outside services to their customers which we have been very glad to do and which we teel are 
appreciated.

GOOD working knowledge of 
vegetable vnrietles Is of great 
Importance to the gardener.

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HULK OF 16TH CENTURY 
WARSHIP DUG UP IN 
DUNES AT MANTEO. N. C. 


Manteo, 
N. C., 
May 6.—The 
hulk of an ancient ship dug 
up 
near here in the sand dunes was 
tentatively identified by Roanake 
Islanders today as a Cromster, a 
light war vessel developed by Sir 
Walter Raleigh in the latter part 
of the sixteenth century.
